Simla, Sept. 16.—Taimor, a Sowar of the 
Guides, arrived at Lundikotal late at night 
on the 14th from Kabul. He states that 
he was in Bela: Hissar with Sir Louis Ca_| 
yagnari and others. On the 8rd, sbout 8 
ee'dlook, the Turkistan Oxdal Regiment in 
‘Bale Hissar paraded for pay. Daoud Shah 
‘gave them one month ; they claimed two, 
and broke. They were close to the Re- 
sidency, and another regiment was with 
them. A soldier alionted, “Let us kill 
the Envoy and then the Amir.” They 
rushed in’ to the courtyard of the Residency. 
and stoned some servants, Tho Guides 
opened fire without orders from the British 
officers, who were inside the house. The, 
mutineers then ‘went.for weapons and re- 
turned in a quarter of an hour during which 
time the British officers might have escaped. 
On return the mutineers besieged the 
Residency, and from. a commending po- 
sition made the roof untenable ; the de- 
fenders mado 5 sort of shelter trench, on 9 
mud roof and fired from’ windows. ‘The 
City people joined the mutineers about ten 

About one, Sir Louis :Cavagnari, 


sent Taimur with o letter promising .six 
months’ pay; by that time the mutinéers 
had’ reached the roof of the Residency. 
Toimur went armed into the middle of the 
crowd, who disarmed him, but his life was 
saved by on officer. Taininr informed them 
that he bore promise of: six months pay. 


They throw him down from the Residency | 


and he fell on the roof of a lowor house and 


became insensible; he was robbed of all he 


ad, Bnd on recovering, was takel , 
General Karin Khan, who commanded the 
mutinous brigade, - Karin Khan was sitting, 
on.a bed surrounded by fifty or sixty men. 
On.Taimur telling him that he would got 
six months’ pay, he replied he was helpless, 
and ordered him to be confined. Taimur 
personally knew nothing of what occurred 
as he left the Residency, which was just 
boing set on a fire, A-wounded Havildar 
of the Amir was brought to the house where 
the Amir was confined, and in return for 
hisextracting a bullet, allowed him, Taimar,. 
to ‘escape about daylight next morning. 
Thon he went to the Residency and first 
saw tho corpse of Lieut. Hamilton lying 
over & mountain gun which had been 
brought up. The troops there said that 
Lioutenant Hamilton had killed three men 
with his pistol and two with a sword before 
being shot, The body was stripped and 
cutin two pieces, but not dishonoured. A 
short‘distance off lay the body of Jenkyns 


similarly treated. ‘ainfur did not go into, 


the Residency, but was told that Dr Kelly 
was lying dead inside, and Major Cavagnati 
was in the room among tho wounded when 
the building caught fire and fell in on him. 
Hia body had not been discovered when 
Taimur left Kabul; but tho other three 
officers were -burnt in a garden about 100 
yards from the Residency. Tuimur believes 
no other defender in the Residency cscaped, 
Ghoolom Nubbi, to whom Cavagnari gave 
a letter, is alive and in Kabul, and still has 
the letter; with the Amir's anewer. The 
Guide Sowars who were cutting grass are 
in Kabul in Meeau Khana Mohalla, but are 
prevented from leaving. Tho grass cutters 
are safe with Sirdar Yaya Khan, There 
are no troops on the road from Kabul, nor 
aro thero any in Jellalabad or Dakka, nor 
as far as Taimur knows aro any coming. 
Daoud Shah did his best {9 stop -the 
mutiny, having been sent by the Amir, bat 
was pulled off his horso and stoned and 
wounded with a bayonct. He was alive, 
but in a dadpcrous state when Taimur left. 
On tho oftertioon of the attack, Sirdar 
Yahai and Mustauf Habibulla also came to 
try and stop the disturbance, but wore fired 
at and forced to retire. 


Simiz, Sept. 18.—The fol'owing is the 
Ameer’s letter last received by General 
Roberts :— : \ 

“T received your letter on the seventh 
and waa much pleased, I fally understood 
what was written.—Complete confidence 
was restored, and a sense of rolief is felt 
in the friendship shown by- the Viceroy, as 
my prosperity found favour in his aight.

was dreadfully distressed and aggrieved by 
the recent event, but there is no fighting 
against God’s: will. I hope to. inflict 
punishment upon the evil doers, and it will 
be known world wide... To prove my 
sincerity I have. twice written on the 
subject, the third time by my confidential 
servant,’ Sheer Muhamed Khan. Theso 
eight days I have preserved myself and 
family through the good offices, of those 
friendly. We aro partly bribing and hoax- 
ing the rebels. Some cavalry ore dis- 
missed. Night and day we‘are considoring 
how to put matters straight.” ‘
